Over 45,000 Men Walk Out 



Uross debt, all ... . $194,000,000,000 
The figures show that the inerea.se 
since August, 1914. is 166,700 million 
dollars, which represents the actual 
debt contracted by these nations in 
BOasStjmSM of the war. Debts 
minor countries are not included. 
They amount to inauy hundred mil- 
lions. 

Vast as the above figures are, the 
debt obligations of the nations will Brlght's 
not end even here. The compilation 
makes no allowance for obligations 
to be Incurred for further military 
purposes, for the demobilizing of ar- 
mies, and for pensioning them. Nor 
does It allow for the restoration and 
Toplenlshmont expenditures that will 
impose upon the nations the duty to 
incur futher loans. 

There-will be, beside the expense of 
demobilizing the armies, the work of 
rebuilding and restoring, of housing 
on an unparalleled scale and of road- 
making. There will be the impera- 
tive need of agricultural develop- 
ment, shipbuilding and improvement 
nf transput tatlon. to say nothing of 
schemes of economic and social re- 
tona that are regarded as absolutely 
niti*] to future pation-.il efficiency. 
The bank maintains, in drawing 
conclusions from the figures of the 
war debts, that none of the large na- 
tions will default Its wir bonds, nor 
nook to cancel them by any outright 
confiscation of wealth. 

"The moral oblexjuy ami financial 
c.hao.s attending deliberate repudia- 
tion of war debts," the hank says, 
"would be greater than any of the 
nations could bear." During the re- 
construction period the nations will 
be zealous to restore their prestige 
and return to norma! business pur- 
suits with their reputation and linan- 
clal standing firmly established 
among the people of the world. To 
Insure this, first and f oremotit will lit; 
the need that their credit shall re- 
main iinfineMlonod. Kussh offers u 
present-day agSBSfJe Of a. nation that 
has lost position and conlldence 
through the endeavor of u do facto 
government to avoitl meeting Ml just 
ooli-iatlons. Governments i:i the 
pajfj have gone out of existence, yot 
history shows how oUen the people 
of those nations nevertheless ac- 
knowledged and met th» debts con- 
i . ed In their names, rather thai 
IBS sierednoss of their word 
difthMored and tlulr credit destroy- 
ed. 

The lend maintains that i-u-heaslng 
Wealth of nations, combined with 
esrefaUy drawn tax plans, will 
, i tually bring about the wiping out 
of Um wur debts. It shows that in 
the century following the battle of 
Waterloo the British nation gained 
justly In prosperity although Its debt; 
was larger than ever before. In slm- j 
tlar tatdiiou it Is shown how the 
wc.nlth of Framv increased In face 
-.1 war. Notwithstanding the blows 
to her prosperity dealt by the revo- 
lution of 1789, the Napoleonic period, 
the revolution of 1S4S and the Prus- 
sian wur of 1870. Industry and accu 
mutation went mi ill France, so much 
so that compared with 1789 the 
wealth of Franco up to the opening 
ol the great war had increased more 
than eightfold.

TIM Skunk. 

The skunk has long hair, ,i very 
bushy tall, a patch of white on the 
back, also white on the forehead. In 
many localities this animal is known 
as a pole-cat, in others he Is called 
a skunk, or chicken thief." 

During severe winter weather the 
skunk hibernates in burrows near 
the frost line. It is not uncommon 
It find Hi or 12 skunks sleeping in 
the same habitation. At first ap- 
proach of spring, he comes forth and 
begins search lor feed, which consists 
of mice, rabbits, birds and chickens. 
When the ground thaws he digs holes 
In the sides of the hills or about the 
roots of trees: in search of insect 
life Skunks also eat bird eggs, 
gnu-shoppers, beetles, in fact any in- 
sect. 

The skunk does not emit odor un- 
less he is attacked. Dogs will seldom 
engage in a fight with an adult 
Skunk, especially if they have had 
one encounter. The skunk has two 
cousins, the mink and the we.,.-. I, 
which nre much more active and 
blood -thirsty. In times of danger 
the skunk will stand still or take his 
time to get away. 

Skunks are really benefactors 
rather than pests. Their destruc- 
tion of mice and all kinds of Insert 
life considerably overbalances the 
barm they might do by destruction of! 
poultry or birds. Their fur i> a 
great asset; quite frequently we find 
Dieu raising these "night cuts" for the;
